as has been the chse during 1915. When 
the year started, there were thousands 


of men.in nearly every line of industry, | 


nearly every kind of employment, out 
of work or on part time... With the) 
year’s end, a shortage of all.kinds of 
labor exists, and it is probable that 
hundreds of thousands of men, in ad- 
dition to those employed, could be used 
just in the steel. and copper and in the 
railroad plants and places of employ- 
ment, while other vast numbers could 
be used in other lines, 

The great feature of the year in the 
financial history of the country, how- 
ever, has been the rapid progréss which 
has been made in obtaining first rank 
as a.commercial and banking nation. 
The continuation of the war has caused 
& great loss in commerce to all of the 
leading nations of Europe, and even 
though this country has not enough 
Ships to carry a emall portion of its 
exports, it has gone ahead of any other 
imation in foreign. commerce, Many 
loans to foreign nations have been sguc- 
cessfully floated in the United States, 
while the fact that vast sums‘ which 
are owing here on trade balance may 
be permanently financed later, indicates 
that further loans for foreign coun- 
tries will be made here. During the 
year, no other countries made iarge 
loans to others, while many foreign na- 
tions began calling in their extra-ter- 
ritorial loans, so that the United States 
figured as the only country which could 
be called the world’s banker. 

War Shares Lead in Upturn. 

In view of this expansion in ail di- 
rections, it was only natural that there 
should be great strength and activity 
in the security markets. As a result 
of the fact that many companies reé- 
ceived direct benefit in the shape. of 
large orders at prices allowing large 
profits from the need for war materials 
abroad, it was through the so-called 
“war stocks” that the first material 
strength in securities was seen. At the 
start of the year, the security markets 
had been slowly feeling their way as 
they had only resumed trading a few 
weeks after over four months during 
which they had been closed. Many cau- 
tious bankers and. financiers had dis- 
approved of the resumption of trading 
in securities when it had*started again 
late in 1914, and there was little feel- 
ing of eonfidence on any side when 
the year opened regarding the ten- 
dency @f security prices. Business was 
still in the depths, and there were not 
only millions of dollars in American 
stocks and bonds held abroad. continu- 
ally pressed for sale Here, but many 
timid holders of securities in this coun- 
try were anxious to liquidate their hold- 
ings. Hence, for several weeks during 
the first part of 1915, prices were on 
a descending scale. During this time, 
however, rumors were current of pros- 
pective large profits for several com- 
panies which had accepted contracts 
tor shells for European nations. Con- 
servative bankers and security markét 
interests deplored the sudden specula- 
tive activity which followed in the 
“war stocks,” pointing to the danger 
of sudden collapse, but the public be- 
came infected with the desire to parti- 
cipate in the first real bull market 
which had been. seen in several years. 
Buyers of stocks appeared ‘on every 
hand, and as most securities were at 
prices which reflected the worst which 
had occurred and did not‘in any way 
discount the possibilities of future ex- 
pansion, there was génuine reason for 
advance in most securities, even tnaough 
it occurred largely because of the gen- 
eral buying induced by speculation in 
a few issues. The “war stocks’ boiled 
over at times, but at no time during 
the year has there been the disastrous 
reactions predicted by many well-in- 
formed financial and banking interests 
when the movement was first under 
way. Thé various difficulties with for- 
eign nations over the rights of Ameri- 
cans or our shipping were reflected in 
sharp, though usually brief, reactions, 
but at the year end securities are far. 
above the levels of the early part of 
the year. Many stocks have dowbled 
and tripled in market value during the 
year, while some examples of advances 
of 2,000 per cent, 2,500 per cent and 
even more are recorded. 

$1,500,000,000 Foreign Liquidation. 

This advance has taken place in spite 
of steady liquidation of American. se- 
curities from road. It is estimated 


‘that above §$1,500,000,000 of this for- 


eign sy ne took place * he United 
Btates during e year. ully $3,000,- 
000,000 more remain tobe soid (or held) 
abroad, however, and so still further 
selling of American securities is to 
be expected. In the last few montha, 
the first concerted efforts to have thase 
securities sold. here have’ been~ made 
abroad. Prior to this movement, which 
has been Initiated by the governments 
of Great Britain and France, selling 
was in scattered parcels for ’ foreign 
account and was mostiy for individ- 
uals. Now, it is apparent, this 
dation from abroad is to for gov- 
ernments or large institutions and is 
to be in large units. Suc however, 
will be more welcome than the scatter- 
selling which has becn ix Progress 
during year, as offerings in large

The destruction of many 
steamers in the war, the tieil up of 
many others in inclosed harbors or 
other places of safety and the diversion 
of others for use as transports, etc., 
created what would have been a seri- 
i shortage of op in any period, 

t during the last year, when exports 
tom this country es been at the 
highest em on record, the shortage of 
ships which has been seen has been a 
very serious affair. As a result of it, 
however, freight rates have risen to 
levels. never before dreamed of and 
steamers have paid for their entire cost 
at times in a single’ voyage. This has 
resulted in a Pree increase in activity 
of all shipbuilding companies, and it 
holds promise of a restoral of 
American merchant marine. 

One of the serious renatts of the war 
‘In American industrial life has .been 
the cutting off of many raw materials 
which were formerly obtained from 
Germany or other countries cut off by 
the war, ‘or made difficult to obtain 
access to, but it 1s probable that even 
if the war goes on for long time to 
come, these problems ill be solved. 
The most serious difficulty has been in 
the dye materials and chemicals mar- 
kets. ~Before the war, ny sup- 
plied the United States ‘with most of 
these supplies; both taw and finished 
ma tariDls Bigg bone efforts have been 
made by t vernment and by con- 
pumers 2 tae to replace the supplies 
lost Db elopment here.

HE people’s day had come; the

The “spoils” system, moreover, was 
commonly believed to have been the 
bad invention of his own school of 
politicians in New York. 

He attempted no concealments; no 
one was shielded or excused when dis- 
covery was made; but he got no credit 
for that. Everything that came to 
light was but confirmation added to 
the conviction of the country that both 
he and his party had best be got.rid of.

PRESIDENT. 


HE democrats nominated Mr:-Van 
Buren for a second term and 
avowed all their negative prin- 
ciples in a candid platform. 
' The. Wigs, now at last welded into 
something like a united and aggressive 
party, nominated General Harrison, for 
whom most of them had voted four 
years. before, for president, and for 
Vice President Mr. John Tyler, of Vir- 
ginia. 

They made no declaration of prin- 
-ciples whatever, but proposed only to 
oust the democrats. 

The country was willing General Har- 
rison was the hero of a well.remem- 
bered battle in which that redoubt- 
able chief called the “Prophet” of the 
Indians who hung upon the north- 
western frontiers; had heen routed, in 
1841, and the western country quieted 
and made safe. 

He had himself been dubbed “Tippe- 
carioe,” and men everywhere were 
ready to shout very lustily for “Tippe- 
canoe and Tyler, too.” 

The democrats had no enthusiasm 
with which to match this for the old 
soldier and honorable gentleman of 
the elder type whom their opponents 
had chosen as their candidate; had 
only their dimmed record to speak of; 
ahd lost overwhelmingly. 

General Harrison, it is true, got but 
forty-six thousand votes more than 
Mr. Van Buren received out of a total 
of nearly two and a haif millions; but, 
though his. margins were slender, 
counting by voters, he won-.in the 
electoral college by a majority of one 
hundred and seventy-four out of a to- 
tal of two hundred and . ninety-four 
(234-60). 

The Whigs saw their day dawn at 
last, and the Jacksonian. regime. was. 
over. 

It remained to be seen: whether the 
forces’ bred in the Jacksonian time 
were also spént and gone, with the 
‘passing from office of the men who 
had personified them. 

It was difficult to reason upon cause 
and effect amidst sé6uch scenes of 
change. 

Unquestionably a veritable revolu- 
tion had been wrought in American 
politics and social action while Jack- 
son and his partisans ruled in affairs; 
but who could say whether these men 
had been products or causes of that 
revolution? 

No doubt’ ‘there had been an air of 
lawlessness in the headstrong action 
of the uncompromising; frontier sol- 
dier who had been président. 

The fruit of his rough handling had 
shown itself obviously enough dur- 
ing the mild reign of his lieutenant 
and successor. And the country had 
seemed to take its cue from Gen- 
eral Jackson: 

Riot and brawling disorder had 
everywhere been thrust into affairs 
with unexampled boldness, success, 
immunity from punishment. 

Headstrong men sought’ everywhere 
to take the law into their own hands 
and do what seemed best in their own 
eyes—used force to win strikes 
against their employers, to carry elec- 
tions, to silence abolitionist agitators 
and drive fgee negroes out of the cities, 
to destrey the power of the Roman 
Catholies coming in at the ports,’ to 
punish offenses which the courts too 
slowly dealt with or let go by, to get 
food when prices rose too high. 

Men fought in afmed bands in city 
streets because they were of opposite 
religious creeds or rival political fac- 
tions or antagonistic races, the’ native 
against the immigrant, the Protestant 
against the Roman Catholic. 

On a memorable night in August, 
1834, an Ursuline convent in Charles‘ 
ton, within sight of the rising shaft 
on Bunker Hill which was to mark 
the dawn of liberty in America, had 
been sacked and put to the torch, be- 
cause of the rage of a Protestant moh 
against the growing power of the 
Romish church, coming in with the 
Irish immigrants; and the officers of 
the town had stood inactive by.

OR 300 years the corset has ‘been one 

of the world’s most persistent issues. 

Physicians, moralists and humani- 
tarians railed against it, century in and 
century out, but women refused to discard 
this attribute of fashion. 

Medical authorities by the score have 
testified to the injurious workings of the 
garment, saying that it drained women’s 
health, reorganized their internal @§n- 
struction, ‘squeezed certain of their ab- 
iiominal organs out of place and generally 
undid the original work of nature. 

But now Uncle Sam has handed down a 
decision that alters the whole question. He 
spas decreed that the corset is beneficial and 
worthy of retention. In public health bul- 
letin No. 71 Dr. J. W. Schéreschewsky of 
the health service makes this official state- 


. ment and establishes the merits of. the 


meoted casement.. This surgeon was de- 
‘alled to investigate the health of the gar- 
ment workers and for many months car- 
ried on the most extensive of investigations 
umong these laborers. Under the heading 
‘Posture of Females” he says: “While the 
postural habits of females were not studied 
so carefully as those of the males, still it 
was evident that defective postures were 
not so frequent among them. In the first 
lace the modern corset appears to. be a 
decided aid in preventing very bad _ pos- 
ures,. Secondly, consciousness of the per- 
sonal appearance is a far more powerful fn- 
‘Ynence In females than it is in males. In- 
asmuch as until very recently the prevail- 
ing styles and the type of corset used are

American New Wizard of Wireless 


ROFESSOR B. K. SHEPARD of Med- 

ford, Mass., a member of the faculty of 
Tufts College, has perfected a wireless ap- 
paratus by which he can ring bells, steer 
a small boat or automobile, fire cannon and 
do other strange feats. . 

By sending wireless. waves of visyine 
length Professor Shepard has been able. to 
deflect the propeller of his small craft to 
such a small degree that he can steer the 
boat with~ accuracy through a small and 
tortuous channel. His success with the 
small boat has led him to ex ents upon 
a torpedo which could be launched from a 
small armored vessel which would direct 
its course through the water by wireless. 
Should the torpedo by any chance miss its 
mark it would return to the starting point 
to be recharged with air, its motive power 
being given by tanks of compressed air.

HEN a baby is born it sure- 
WW» looks as if it would break 

if we dropped it, and it surely 
would,’ but they are not nearly so 
fragile as they first appear, for they 
come to stay for seventy years, and 
if anything happens to interrupt their 
sojourn it is the fault of the parents, 
the individual or the community. 


A proper start is the most impor- 
_ tant factor ofall. A good nurse 
should be in-attendance the first ten 
. days, and longer if possible. 
aby must not be given a full tub 
Path until it is at least 10 days old. 
If all conditfons are not favorable, 
not 60 soon. The bath should not 
be given sooner than one hour after 
feeding. The room should be: warm. 
The head and face should be washed 
first, and dried. Then the body 
shouldbe soaped and the infant 
placed in the tub with its body well 
‘supported by.the hand of the nurse. 
The bath should be given quickly: and 
the body dried rapidly with a soft 
towel, but with very little rubbing. 
The daily bath should be omitted in 
the case of feeble or delicate infants, 


Washing the Baby. 


Thé geoap used in the bath should : 


not be too strong. All folds of the 
skin, as under the arms, behind the 
ears, about the neck, in‘ the groin, 
etc., should be dusted with a good 
talcum powder. If baby’s skin is 
sensitive and chafing is easily pro- 
duced, no soap should be used but 
bran or salt baths be given instead. 
The bran bath is prepared by placing 
one pint of wheat bran in a bag made 
of coarse muslin or cheesecloth, and 
this put in ‘the bath water. 

It should be squeezed for about five 
minutes. A salt bath is prepared by 
using a teacupful of common or sea 
salt to each two gallons of water used. 
If the parts of a baby become chafed 
only bran or salt baths should be 
used, and in many cases the bath can 
be omitted*and the parts cleansed 
with sweet oil and a little cotton and 
frequent use of powder. Boric acid 
wash is invaluable always, but espe- 
cially so with a young Daby. It is 
made by taking two tablespoonfuls of 
the boric acid crystals and boiling for 
five miinutes in one pint of water. If 
this is put in a sterile jar or bottle 
and covered it can be.used each day 
and will last for a long time. 

The eyes of a little baby should be 
cleansed each day by using a soft 
piece of linen or absorbent cotton and 
a little luke warm solution of boric 
acid. If piss appears in the eyes 
they should be cleansed every hour 
with a solution of boric acid. If the 
lids stick together, a little vaseline 
from a tube should be rubbed into
